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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 12,14,15,17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant claims the varying of the control zone with watercraft speed, yet fails to 
disclose how such a variance is achieved. Without complete and adequate disclosure of 
the invention, one of ordinary skill in the art could not make and/or use the invention. 

Applicant likewise claims the application of thrust force in a range of angular 
directions, and likewise fails to disclose how such is achieved. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-11,13,16,18-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ito et al. 
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Ito discloses the claimed invention, including an input device 12 inherently 
incorporating a transducer. The input device controls operation of a bow thruster, as 
well as rudders 104. 

Re claim 11, limits of the travel of the input device are inherent. 

Re claim 19, since the motor can be presumed to accelerate from a stop to full 
speeds, it operates at an infinite number of different speeds. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Moffet, Borrett and Morvillo disclose thruster controls.
